■fi vices of iheiHteGen. .Jo'.ui C. Fre- 
mont, the • Ai:ierican pathlinder," ix;- 
l urred yesterday at 10 o'clock at St. 
Ignatiiu church, on West Fortieth 
-treet. Long before that hour the bod v 
iif the edifice was filled with the friend.s 
of the dead general. Men, urominent in 
both ciuil and military circles from all 
parts of the United states, were pres- 
ent. 

At about 8 o'clock in the momiugthe 
body was taken from the house on West 
Twenty-fifth street, and carried to the 
church, where it was placed on pedes- 
tals directly at the entrance of the cen- 
tral aisle. The lid of the casket, which 
was covered with black doth, the 
handles being of silver, was removed so 
that those who wished might view the 
features of the dead. 

An American flag was draped on the 
casket, and large bunch of rase.H, and 
another of immortelles was ]ilaced on it. 
Around the casket were piled tioral 
offerings in profusion and variety. 

At ¥ o'clock the church doors wero 
thrown open and the people began to 
pass around the casket. At half jiast 11 
(ien. Sherman came in and stood for 
some minutes gazing at the face of his 
old comrade, zle was the observed of 
all observers. 

Representatives of the various orgaui- 
i^atious of which (ien, Fremont was a 
member, followed ciossiaffer Qen. Sher- 
man. Hon. iiichard C. McCoruiicli, ex- 
govemor of Arisona was ]>reseiit in 
place of Admiral Braine.and occupied t he 
admiral's place among the pallbearers. 
The California Pioneers society was 
represented by ex-mayor of San. Fran- 
cisco, David S. Turner, John M. Cough- 
lin, Thomas Whits, D. A Edgsr snd 
others.

AN INDIAN. ON THE WAR PATH. 

A. Comvlet SeenMSi urn Ax and Scalps Sev- 
eral ol the Priw>a*imi 

CoLCiiBDS, O.. July 17.— James Lar- 
ney, 'an Indiiui, serving a ten years' sen- 
tence iu the Ohio penitentiary for man- 
slaughter, committed in Indian Terri- 
tory, created a scene in the penitentiary 
ny tryitig 10 scalp several of his fellow- 
prisoners. He entered the idle houise 
with a hand ax, which he bad stolen 
from one of tlie shops, and used the ax 
on several of the unsoners with terrible 
efllect. The men in the idle house were 
sitting about reading, and the action of 
the luuiau threw tnem into a panic. 
Immediately the}' went tumbling out of 
the door and windows. 

Lamey began to tomahawk the fleeing 
men. He split open the head of Jacob 
liross. a colored prisoner, who will 
probably die: cut on the head Ted Cun- 
ningham, broke the shoulder bf Charles 
Grceves and cut into the the top of 
Michael O'Hara's head. The deputy 
warden hearing the Indian yells rushed 
in. and with the aid of other prisoners 
disainii d the ass.silant, tl_^d his feet and 
lockeil liim in a cell. Tlie murderous 
Indian is thought to be insane. 

iV p-.ty Warden Porter hearing the 
yells, 'f the Indians entered the yard 
and took .--telis to (plell the e.xi itelnelll. 
Larm y wa> found in the hall leading to 
his i i ll. ;iiid Was forced to enter it at 
tlie jioiiit of a revoher. The deputy 
Ldosed till* door and then secured aline 
>f tile iiosf, which was i ;i "il through 
I wiiiilow. The Indian ii - iigtogivu 
up tlie Hx water was turiii . oii and the 
uiioi iLfiiie given a very hta\y ducking. 
The ax was finally taken uwaj- and Lar- 
ney sent to the insane department.

Ten People Dead and a Knmber SerioMly 

Iiijiiri-fl. Some of Whom Mny Ole — Fur* 
ther PArllcuIein of the Accident, and 
Detalle m to How U Oeenrred. 

CiNi iNN ATI, July 17.--Detail!< of the 
terrible powder explosion at King s Sta- 
tion, on th« Little Miami railroad, twen- 
ty-se\en miles from this city, reveal the 
fact th t t ie disa.-ter wss fuuch greater 
than at hrst reported. 

The c.iuse of the horror was ine -x- 
plosioii of 1,000 kegs of jiowder loaded 
in freight car* on a side track. The 
powder WIIS ignited by the coniini; to- 
gether of two freight cars, one loaded 
with nitrate of soda and the other with 
gunjxjwder. The West Knd freight be- 
tween this city and Morrow was side- 
trackiuK some cars, and made a flying 
switch in doing so. The released cars, 
on which was William Farney, a lirake- 
man, came against the powib 1 cars with 
a thump, and what hapiwned next defies 
description. It is sujiixised the brake 
refused to work, hut it will newi lie 
known, as Farney's body is scattered 
over a radius of half a mile. 

Tlierejioit was htvird for ten miles 
around, and those uf the inhabitants of 
King's mills who escaped bodily injury 
were for a while too badly stunnea to 
act. 

The three cars e.xpkided one after the 
other, while the Peters Cartridge com- 
pany's works immediately burst into 
names at every corner and window. 
The screams of the female employes as 
they fought to get out inintjled with the 
volleys of exulo<llng cartridges, and a 
constant danger num fiyiug bullets 
menaced those sngsgsd in rescuing the 
unfortunates. 

The wreck was not confined to the 
cars, for when the smoke was cleared 
away the entire neighborhood was a 
scene of wreckage, not a house remain- 
ing standing within hundreds of yards 
of the tracks. Fortunately t^e cart- 
ridge factory held together until its 
employes had escaped more or less 
scorched. 

The flames, which started in a dozen 
different places imiue<liately after the 
explosion, spread rapidly and destroyed 
a number ot the dwellings which nad 
escaped the exi)Iosion. Four acres of 
burning buildings and debris burned 
late into the night, and threatened to 
spread still further.

EFFECTS OF A STORM. 

Waihout* CaiiHf Ilelay of Triilns nt 
Several Plaoen. 
PlTTSBURO, July 17.— Several serious 
washouts occurred on the Wheeling di- 
vision of the Baltimors and (Jhio rail- 
road about 11 o'clock Tuesday night. 
The most serious dantafs occurred be> 
tween Whitehall and Eastonville sta- 
tions, a distance of ten miles. In tbis 
distance are washouts at intervals oi 
about one-half mile. Several bridgM 
ore swept away; tliat over Peters' creek, 
about one hundred yards long, is a total 
wreck. The damage will amotmt to 
thousands of dollars. Traffic over the 
division will be suspended for several 
days. 

i%. report has reached the city that the 
McKeesiKirt and Btdlcveronon railroad 
has suffered damage of over iJlOO.OOO 
from washouts. It is said that about 
four miles of track and bridges have 
been swept away by the heavy raia 
stonu. 

LlRhtnlng'it Deeilly Work. 

ScoTTDALE. Pa.. July 17.— Considera- 
ble damage to property and a number of 
accidents are reiiorted caused by Tues- 
day night's heavy storm. A house in 
which five men were sheltered was 
struck by lightning. Andrew Cube* 
was instantly killed. Two of the others 
were fatally shocked. The building was 
splintered. A farmer named Brown 
was struck by lightning aud badly hurt. 

At Bellevne. Mi»s AiUie Reno was 
struck by li;.htuhig and now lies at the 
iMjint of death, A nnmlier of bams and 
houses were struck and were either 
burned or badly damaged. 

Motion anil Lake Krie ('olllsioii. 

Fhankkoht, Ind., July I'l.— An ex- 
pensive wreck occurred in the yards 
here yesterday afternoon by the col- 
lision of the Monon Chicago express and 
a Lake Krie freight train. The Monou 
train had utade its usual stop above the 
crossing, and Engineer Kline, thinking 
the track clear, started ahead, when the 
freight train started across in front. In 
the crash that followed the passengers 
were consideral ly shaken up, but none 
seriously injured! The engine and three 
cars were badly wrecked.

July 17,— A siK-cial to 
The Herald from Mount Holly, X. J., 
says that H. C. 'niomi)soii. the wealthy 
citizen of Beverly who recently at- 
temptetl suicide iu the Jersey City 
depot, is now accused of being a de- 
faulter.

Ebnsion of the work. Very little work 
as been done near the dry dock aince 
Nov. U, 1889. 

The money avatlable for this work 
July 1, \>m, amounted to |:!;41,458i 
amount ex})«nded during fiscal year 
•ndedJnly 1, 1H90, |79.8^. Balance 
available July 1. 1890, |l61.4l4. Amount 
estimated n ijuired for completion of ex- 
isting project. !|;(t4«,245. 

Capt. W. S. Marshall baa sobmittadhia 
report in regard to improvement of Chi- 
cago harbor and vicinity. His esti- 
mates for amounts that can be profita- 
bly expended dui-ing the fiscal year end* 
ingJuneSO. im, areas follows: Chi- 
cago harbor |172,(HX). The largest part 
of this will be expended in replacbig in 
a permanent manner tha sapemtmotare 
over main pier at the antnuioa of the 
Chicago river.

Washimhon, July 17.— Mr. Sawyer 
iotrodnced in the senate yesterday a bill 
prepared by the postmaster general to 
carry out liis ideas for the establishment 
uf a liuuted piiKt and telegraph service. 
The bill authorizes the iM>stmaster gen- 
eral to invite i)roi)osals for a ten-year 
contract for the transiniriHion of postal 
telegrams at fjiecitied rates, which are 
for twenty word.s or less within a state 
or between stations not less than SOU 
miles ai)art, fifteen cents; between sta- 
tions not lehs tlian :U)() miles apart east 
of and including Wisconsin, Illinois, 
Kentucky, Tennessee and MisHissippi. 
twenty-hve cents. West of these states 
twenty-five cents, etc. Telegrams are 
to be transmitted in order uf filing, ex- 
oept that priority is to be given govem- 
ment telegrams.
